An £arly Session- 

We scarcely coDceive itneceBsary to 
again remind the Goveruinent of the 
necessitv of calling tlie Houso togotlK. r 
at an early day to legiBlftto upon the 
iinpurtant iijeaaures that urgently de- 
mand attention. As we pointed out 
in a previous article, Bills were intro- 
duced last session and had to be sii- 
crificed because the House mot at too 
late a day to take them up. Wo found 
it iuipodsiblo, at the time, to discover 
ft iy valid reasons for a lato sessiuu. 
That worthy motives may have actuat- 
ed the Governinant in pursuing a tar- 
dv policy we are willing to admit; but 
they can surely lind no cxeuso for de- 
laying the session now. Members of 
the late House and tho public will 
readily call to mind that the one stand- 
ing excuse for not legislating last 
spring was the lateness of tho session. 
If an obnoxious tax was souglit to bo 
repealed the Liberal niombers wore 
met by the Goveruinent with tho re - 
mark, "We acknowledge thejustico of 
your remarks, but tho session is loo 
late to adopt your suggestion." The 
Representation Bill, introduced by the 
late member for Nannimo, was bowled 
over with the same remark. Several 
important suggestions were not accept- 
ed for the same reason. In one case 
a moat urgent measure — promised in 
the Govearnor'e Speech, too — was not 
introduced at all. We itllude to the 
matter of Law Eeform. No more ne- 
cessary work than to render the laws 
of this Province intelligible to the 
most ordinary comprehension could 
come before the new House. At the 
present time the most astute legal 
mind, backed by a tier of authorities 
as high as the Falace Hotel, iy necess- 
ary to untie the knots in the County 
Courts Act. Now, if the session be a 
late one, it will be reftdily understood 
that there can be no reform efrected 
in that direction. Then there is the 
Jury system — grand and pettit. This 
requires overhauling — nay, a jury sys- 
tem needs creating. The pltxii juries 
are impaneled upon now is antiquated 
and not at all suited to the wants of a 
new country, where there is no aristo- 
craey — no privileged class — and where 
jurors should be selected for what they 
carry in their heads, not what they 
have got in their pockets. Next we 
have the Franchise Act that requires 
amending and liberalizing so as to ex- 
tend its provisions and admit as many 
Bubjecti to the enjoyment of 
the privilege of voting as possible. 
The finances of the country, we infer 
from reading the organs, are in a 
desperate state, and ways and means 
must be found to raise a revenue 
without expending our capital, which 
flbould be sacred. Lastly, all will ad- 
-mit that our relations with the Eastern 
Provinces are in a most unsatisfactory 
.leAnditipn. The entenU cordiale tliat 
ihriuld ever exist between the Ottawa 
i»id Victoria Governments has been 
impaired, and an honest, earnest aud 
-early effort should be made to haye 
ithe two 'Governments work in har- 
mony and concord. "A house divid- 
ed against i! self must fall." We can 
Imagine no situation moie injurious to 
the best interests of the Fioviuce than 
a continuation of our existing rela- 
tions with the Federal Government. 
Only the other day re had to chroni- 
cle the fact that the Ottawa Govern 
moiit had shut off the money Bupplies 
of this Government; and although tho 
difiBculty has boon since partial! j over- 
oomo and an advanceof money has been 
made to this Government it was doue 
In a spirit which convinces ua that for 
the public safety we should aak noth- 
ing from Canada save the fulfilmont of 
oar treaty rights. Tliere are other 
matters which require legislating upon 
at tho earliest day possible. Tho feel- 
ing of the country and the membi r.^ 
elect is strongly in favor of an early 
seBsion, and we trust that Mr. Wal- 
kem will anticipate an expression of 
that feeling by calling the House to- 
gether at the earliost moment he can 
legally do so.

With rcgOT.l 
to tho Kiver Kyo biMng inteiulod by tho 
poet I think that he would surely ha^'t 
used scjiiie other exjiression to convey his 
meaiiiug, for :'attle in ])asHing a ford imiT 
bo said to ennio ihroHi)h it, but lad( anil 
'lassies would most assuredly cross over 
on the stepping stones that are to bo 
found at every ford. 

As a final argument in favor of tho ]io- 
pular interpretation 1 bog to state that 
Scotch la."isies have always bad a jiredi- 
lection for "cuttie sarks and p(?tti<;oaties," 
and Jennie would have had considerable 
difficulty in draggling her raiment anless 
she had been wading — let ns nay — knee- 
deep when coinin' thro' tho Uve.

Fow oven of luH ucarost iicigbbors 
hnvo the .sligbtost idea how ho speuda 
hi.s time. He is never seen nt court, 
aud fushionablo aristocratic circles 
know liini not. Ho far as .society is 
couceiiiod ho ih dead to tho world, and 
ovoii tho fow visitors to Welbeck Ali- 
boy Heldoiii sot eyes ou their host. He 
Burrouiula himself with an atmoH- 
phore of the closest mystery, an4 I'o 
Olio, poor or oommorier, is poriDitted 
to penetrate into the Hocrets of his 
life. Even his own solicit;ors,tlio firm 
to whom is onlru.stcd tho legal miin- 
agement of his enormous estatea, aru 
never allowed an interview with him, 
aud in nrietoctratic circdes it m Imbi- 
tually — but, as will bo .seen UeroufLor, 
erroneously— (lasertod that tho only 
person who is piu-iiiittod to 860 him is 
liis coiilidoiitial valot. 

Ho is of uii unusual height; a 
long, oldfashioned wig reiiches down 
to hiH neck; weL or lino, 1ih never .stirs 
out without nil iiinbreihi; hot or cold, 
II loose coat i.s alwavs sluu^^' over his 
arm; luid wiietlior the giouad bu dry 
or muddy, his trow.sers uro invariably 
tiod up below the knee with apiece of 
common strinpf, in exactly tho same 
fashion an is adopted by a navvy at bis 
work. His miiui is as active aud his 
intellect as ueiiie as those of almost 
any of Lis biDlliors in tho peerage.

His grnoe has never been married, 
nor, to the best of living belief, has he 
at any timo been siiiitten by a woman's 
cbanns.

At Wel- 
beck Abbey alono, for luanj' year.s, 
there have been employed upward of 
500 masons, and a like number of 
finiitha and joiners, besides tho stafV 
nuGcsHiu y for the ordinary work of tlio 
estate. His grace is his own architect, 
and nil bis plans are laid out in -the 
most methodical manner. Before he 
will allow a new building to bo com- 
menced ho makes tho designs, and 
causes tu be roustructcd, often at the 
cost of soiiis hundreds of ]>ouuds, a 
largo model of tho work to be put in 
hand. If tho model does nut please 
him ho destroys it, draws new plans, 
and has a fresh model made. During 
the progress of the work he superin 
tends it iu j.ersou. His grace is, by 
experience, very clever iu buildin;,' 
matters. Ho can detect tho most 
minute fault, even such trifling de- 
fects as would escape the eye of the 
practiced and experienced workmen, 
if a fault cauiiot bo remedied by 
alteration, ho causes tho building to 
be, without ceremony, razed to the 
ground, and the work commenced 
afresh, until it is done to his satisfac 
tiou. 

Ho has a deeply rooted disliko to 
the observation of the outside world. 
He has even sou'^dit, by various clo- 
ver expedients, to hide tlie old abbey 
of Welbeck, where he constantly re- 
sides, from casual ; pa88er9*by, while 
the approaches to the abbey ore en- 
tirely Bubtorranoan. Tlicro are u]5- 
wartl of 15 miles of tiiniiuling around 
Welbeck abbey, and no one can ap 
proach the hou.sc without traversiug 
some of thoiu. This most extraordin- 
ary airangemcnt has tukoii many 
years to nccomplish, but it is now 
complete. vSoiiio of these subterran- 
ean passages aro constructed upon tho 
most admirable priuciplea. They are 
all well ventilated from abore, and 
are lighted by natural or artistic means 
by day and night. In orrler to take 
away t he moiiolon<>us idK' jt of tlieso 
underground jiassages, bis grace has 
built ui Koino cases parallel witli the 
passages, other open corridors cover- 
ed with glass, while at distances of 
every few yards aro to be found sta- 
tues anil other s>-()rks of art, placed in 
niches in tho wall. Pie possesses an 
extensive stable. Ho has upwards of 
fifty hunters bred from tho best stock 
iu the land, but he has not for many 
years followed the hounds himself, h 
gallery made of iron and glass, a 
quarter of a mile in length, has been 
constructed in order that the horses 
may be exercised in damp weather. 
His riding school is a magnificont af- 
fair, with a lofty glass dome; and be 
has, besides, carriage horses, hunting 
stables and carriages of every descrip- 
tion. 

His kitclicn ami culinary onices aro 
coiistriiclcd ou ;ui e.xtousivo sctdo, al- 
though tiiero is only his grace to cook 
for, as, when lie (occasionally) gives 
dinner parties, the food is sent from 
elsewhere. Yet the diike is ftlino.st 
simple in his diet. Ho takes regular- 
ly Imt two meals a day, and at oncdi ho 
has a half a chickoii, one being killed 
and jirejjiired for him cai'li iiuirniiig. 
Ho never eats animal meat, and yet be 
enjoys perfect health. He passes 
j much of hia timo among the work- 
I men. but will soldmn go nnara stran- 
ger. -Many ]ieopl(> write tn him, but 
he fioldom or never gives n reply. Ho 
is a member of four London clubs — 
Jioolo'tt, Brooks,' The Travelers' and 
While's — Vnil he never goes near them. 
He gives Inrgo hunting and shooting 
jiariies to diiVerent laombers of the 
English nristooraoy , but aevor seos or 
souTsrsoa with thsm.
